The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Per claim 1 , 
although effecting the flow of subterranean liquids using a gas or by pumping a fluid 
underground was known per se, e.g., secondary recovery of subterranean petroleum 
using carbon dioxide, even though USP 6337019 to RAZAVI-SHIRAZI F substantially 
describes the claimed invention, the patent does not teach or suggest the limitation of 
effecting contact between the contaminated groundwater and the biologically active 
layer "with the aid of a gas or ... by pumping." In contrast to the invention of this 
application, the patent is limited to "allowing" the contaminated groundwater to flow 
passively to and through the permeable biobarrier. Per claim 1 1 , the art of record does 
not teach or suggest converting ammonia to nitrate. 

USP 20070218540 describes the use of passive groundwater flow or, 
alternatively, actively pumping decontaminated groundwater from a point downstream 
of the permeable barrier to a point upstream of the barrier. The document, however, is 
not prior art vis a vis this application.
